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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Schull(US 5,509,070). 
Claim 1: Schull disclose a recording medium readable by an information processor, having at 

least digital sound and a program for controlling the reproduction of the digital sound data separately 
recorded wherein the digital sound is encrypted in (col.6,lines 51-53;coL14,lines 46-50). Schull discloses 
a decrypting method and key information for decrypting the encrypted digital sound data is recorded in 
the program in (col. 14,lines 48-50,57-59). 

Claim 2: Schull discloses an area where encrypted digital sound data is recorded and an area 
where a program for controlling operation of the information processor is recorded in (col.6, lines 51- 
53;col. 14, lines 46-50). Schull discloses a decrypting method and key information for decrypting the 
encrypted digital sound data recorded in the program in (col. 14,lines 48-50,57-59). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent nnay not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Schull(US 
5,509,070) in view of Kyle(US 6,141,681). 

Claim 4: Schull disclose area where encrypted digital sound data are recorded records a plurahty 
of digital sound data encrypted by encrypting methods, and decrypting methods and key information are 
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recorded for recorded digital sound data in (col. 14,lines 46-50,57-59). Schull does not specifically 
disclose plurality of digital sound data is encrypted by a plurality of encryption methods and plurality of 
decryption methods. Kyle discloses this limitations in (col.3,lines 39-41;col.5,lines 24-32). It would have 
been obvious to person of ordinary skill in the art at the time invention was made to encrypt plurahty of 
sound data with plurality of encryption methods and plurahty of decryption methods as taught in Kyle 
with software protection system of Schull because using a single encryption/decryption method allows 
hackers to hijack just one key in order to access plurality of data files where enploying a multiple 
encryption/decryption methods makes difficult for hackers to gain access to plurality of data. 

Response to Applicants arguments 

3. Claims 1-2,4 are pending. The previous grounds of rejection based on the Kikinis patent is 
withdrawn in view of Applicant's arguments in the Amendment filed on 1 1/2/05. However, newly 
discovered prior art has necessitated new grounds of rejection. The new grounds of rejection are presented 
above. The delay in citation of the newly discovered prior art is regretted.
